TRW LIGUT. 

We feel sure that every reader is 
watching with interest the develop- 
ment of tlie electric light. We expect, 
■within the next four or live years, to 
SCO electric lamps as commoa ia every 
^ household as gas burners or coal oil 
Itttnpsi are today. Some invontivf) 
genius will liit on a plan for dividing 
electricity and, by means of n clock- 
work arraiiKement inside every hand 
.lamp or portabio stand, will procure the 
■ poweirinecessary to generate electricity 
for illuajinating purposes. Experi- 
ments now being made in America and 
Europe Rre bringing the great revolu- 
tion near to accoinpUshment. The Lon- 
don Telegraph of lato date says: 

"Passengers by the I^letropolitan 
Bailwaj who have bad occasion to 
alight at or pass Aldersgate Station for 
weeks past, at certain hours in the 
evening, cannot have failed to notice 
how bright that station was compared 
with otherd. This pleasant contrast 
was duo to the Loudon iiglit, generat- 
ed by an engine at the other end of the 
middle platform. Hitherto the electric 
lighting o£ this station seemed to have 
been a tentative matter, but the prac- 
ticability of u.sing it appears now to be 
accepted, and last, night -Mr. Fenion, 
of the ^Metropolitan liuilw/iv, invited a 
number of geutleuieu to witness it in 
operation. The system adopted works 
at low speed, and admits of a groat 
division of light, which, of course, is 
attended with a projjortionate diminu- 
tion in the illuminating power of each 
lamj). The machine, which now pro- 
duces eight lights, is capalik^ of gi\ ing 
many more of equal brilliancy, and it 
, is not at all improbable that the v. irc.i 
■" Will in a short tlrao bo extended to 
SOtrio neighboring stations. Each lamp 
is supplied Avith an daliorato clock- 
work machinery, costing from .£15 to 
£,'20, designed to keep the carbons al- 
ways at the point of combustion. 1'iic 
lights on the Embankment have to bo 
renewed every Lour and a half i)y 
mechanical means, or more correctly, 
five carbons are put in each lamp at 
the' commencement of tho evening, 
and at tho end of each hour anil 
a half a "switch" is turned, 
which replaces the exhausted stick.s. 
The form of lamp in use at Aldersgate 
bums, for :four hours, and may burn al- 
most" indefinitely, according to tho 
length of the carbon. This is really 
the light which a year or so ago usiid 
to dazzle tho passers-by at the Gaiety 
Theatre. There its improvement has 
been very observable. As the light 
was seen last night at Aldersgate street 
little remains to be desired so far as 
brilliancy, steadiness and .softness are 
concerned. Tho globe surrounding the 
light at the stairs which lead down to 
tho middle platform is ground, but 
only half of each of tho others is so 
treated, the difierenoo being required 
to prevent persona descending the 
stairs, and therefore looking full upon 
ih ' light, being dazzled. The cxhibi- 
tio.i last night was very intereatincr. 
The electric lights wore extinguislu.'d 
and the gas turned on to the customarv 
e.xtent, and it is hardly necessary to 
add that the contrast was very strik- 
ing. Then the gas-lumps were lowered 
•Withoiib any perceptible dififerenco in 
the brightness of tiin premises. Next 
a circuit was extinguished, the remain- 
ing lamps being left burning, and then 
one lamp was lowered, the other mem- 
ber of the circuit shedding its light un- 
dimmed. The oigrht lights cost 1 shill- 
ing and 7i pence an hour. There are 
thirty-six gas lamps burning at the 
station when the electric light is not in 
use, e.ich consuming five feet an hour; 
that is to say, costing roughly 9 pence 
an hour, Tne Metrojjolitan Company, 
however, appear to be of opinion that 
the increased brilliancy cast over large 
areas would make up for the extra ex- 
pense, and that a larger diffusion of 
the light would render it relatively 
cheaper; and, moreover, experiments 
are now in progress aimed at cheapen- 
ing some of the a])[)Iiances, ,nnd which 
may, it is thought, reduce tho cost of 
production.

spot UDon which he spent so many 
years of his lifo as Governor of the 
Colony. Will not some of the suli-

jput .cloth j-'and 'cannot therefore enlarge 
, tho, column in any way.

\\liich his once happy home was situat- 
ed, and there, lost to sight though to 
memory dear, dwelt for twenty years. 
During that p(-riod, our authority says, 
ho beheld his home every day, and fre- 
quently the forlorn iMrs. Wakefield, 
hut was him.self never r(,'C0gnizecl. Af- 
ter this gap of twenty years in his ma- 
trimonial felicity, when his death was 
accepted as a certainty, when his estate 
had been administered, and lii.s wife 
long resigned to her autuunial widow- 
hood, ho one evening quietly knocked 
at the door, walked in as if ho had just 
arrived after a day's absence in the 
city, and thenceforward lived a loving 
and home-staying sjiouso. 

Tho agricultural returns for the 
United Kingdom aro nearly complet- 
ed. It has been ascertained (hat the 
deficiency in tho homo cvoyi of cereals 
is so great that England will, during 
the coming year, require 98,000,000 
bushels of foreign grain for her homo 
consumption. 

Unless thoy were eye- witnesses of 
what is now for sale in London in the 
way of horse-llesh, saj-s tho London 
correspondent of the Liverpool iJaUy 
Fosl, the public could hardly realize 
the number of noblemen and gentle- 
men who nro breaking up their 
hunting and driving studs. It 
is no exaggeration to say that there arc 
now some hundreds of hunters, cobs, 
carriage horses and hacks on tho mar- 
ket. Jilany of those aro to be sold by 
public auction ; many have been alrea- 
dy sold ; but tho greater number will 
lie disposed of privately to anyone who 
will make any reasonable offer. Were 
I to publish the list of noble lords and 
commoners who are about to reduce 
theii- studs it would cause no little as- 
tonishment. 

Of the European nations, Germany 
stands tirst as to fighting trim. She can 
put in tho field, at twenty-four hours' 
notice, twelve hundred thousand men of 
the line, the reserve and the Landwehr. 
The grand total of the German army is 
two millions two hundred thousand 
men, exclusive of two hundred thou- 
sand not reckoned on the field of 
strength, but deducted as garrisons. 
The strength of the second Landwohr 
and the Landsturm is generally ex- 
aggerated, but they are thoroughly 
eflioient soldiers — the best in the army. 
France has a nominal strength of throe 
njillionsand a half of men, but practi 
cally it must be decreased to two mil- 
lions, and oven of this total a very 
large proportion is still in process of 
organization. It is not believed that 
France could place in the first lino more 
than eight hundred thousand men. 

LoHu Chelmsford axd Sirt Gaunkt 
WoLSiCLKY. — "Before Lord Chelmsford 
left South Africa he had insulted Sir 
Garnet Wolseley, and the two parted 
on very bitter terms. Wolseley hehl 
Cholrasford on the horns of an awk- 
ward dilemma. He had ordered the 
hittei' to leave Wood's flying colunm at 
Etonganeni, to follow up Cetewayo and 
finally retire from Zululand by the Ju- 
hizatye route toward tho Transvaal.

Chelmsford replied 
that ho did not recognize Sir Garnet'.» 
superior authority. Wolseley crushing- 
ly retorted, 'You have recognized my 
authority by placing your resignation 
in my hands; you disobey my orders on 
the plea that you do not recognize my 
authority, blow do you reconcile tho 
ap.parent contradiction !'' 

A recent report to the British Board 
of Trade goes to show that between 
July ISth, 1876, and August Hth, 
IS78, no fewer than 52 ships laden 
with coal disappeared, 41 suffered more 
or loss by reason of spontaneous com- 
bustion, and 2-1 from explosion. The 
52 ships which disa])pearod represented 
a value of about §1,500,000, and were 
manned by 163 men,'.who went down 
with them. '

TURKEY. 

Lo.N'iiu.v, Nov. G.-— .'V tlisjiatcli from 
Constantinople say.s: — .Musurus Pa.sha, 
Turkish Embassntlor to London, hav- 
ing ])rotniscd Lord Salisbury, the Brit- 
ish i''oroign Secretnry, that the reforms 
insisted upon by England shall be duly 
carried out, the P>ritish Oovorninent 
lia.s countcruiaiuleU the di.spatcli of the 
squadron to Vounlali. The Porte, 
while avoiding preci[)itato action, in 
deliberating' upon tho early e.vecution 
of reforms. 

Vii:xNA, Nov. 6. — All accounts from 
C'onstantiiio[i!e unite in testifying to 
the consternation prevailing in tho pa- 
lace and at tho Porte at the stop taken, 
by tlio British Embassador. 

RUSSIA. 

London. N'ov. G. — A St. Potersburg 
conespondciit writes that tlie report 
that the Briti.sli fleet would proceed to 
the Gulf of .Smyrna ha.s caused embar- 
rassment there, and proceeds: "Peoplo 
say that if the Sultan removes iMah- 
nioud Nedim Pasha, Minister of the 
Interior, and other Ministers, in con- 
sequence of the menacing position of 
the Ijoaconsficld Govoriirnent, it would 
bo a diplomatic defeat for Russia dilll- 
cult to support. To ])rnv(>iit this, by 
sustaining the Sultan in lii.s present 
choice of Ministers, a counter-de- 
monstration in a military direction by 
Paissia, niiglit bo considorod necessary. 
I believe no steps liavo thu.s far been 
taken towanl any milicury niovenieut, 
and it will lie the busino.ss of diploma- 
cy to render sucli Hte[is nceessary." 

The -XorDu Vr('inia .says: ''Evi- 
dently tlui IJeacoiisliold niini.stry aims 
either at a peaceful change of Turkish 
Ministers, 'which would practically 
[ilaco tiio Turkish central authority in 
England's Imiuls, or an open rupture, 
threatening Oonstantiiioplo with seri- 
ous danger in either case." 

Tho 6'o^.s' refers to a chniige in 
Beaconsfield's policy, in which he lately 
professed to maintain the integrity and 
independence of Turkey. It says: 
"The presence of a British fleet in the 
Gulf of Snij-riKi will ojicn the eyes of 
Europe to the loal cause, namely, Eng- 
land's implacable liatred of Russia ex- 
hibited by British Ministers at every 
convenient and inconvenient oppor- 
tunity.' 

A correspondent at Berlin telegraphs 
that the movi;ments of tho Austrian 
fleet are considered here to contirin the 
report that Austria is cu-onerating with 
England in the endeavor to enforce the 
execution of the treaty of Berlin. 

London, Nov. 7. — The Times in a 
leatler this morning confirms the state- 
ment that the British licet will not go 
to Vourlah. The Porte iias given [fosi- 
tivo a.ssuranccs that it will no longer 
delay tho execution of reforms. Mus- 
urus Pa.sha vi.sitcd Lord Salisbury on 
Tuesday to expre.ss regret at the mis- 
understanding. He assured Lord 
Salisbury that there was no change in 
the Porte's foreign policy. Ho said 
tliat the Sultan was very desirous to 
carry out reforms, and also that it 
would bo feasible to appoint Baker 
Pasha commander of the Armenian 
gendarmerie. Lord hjalisbury in reply 
said that the British Qovernaicnt could 
admit of no further delay, and in its 
opinion tho Turkish Empire was falling 
to piece.'! under tho present indolent 
conduct of afl'airs; but considering his 
(Musurus Pasha's) a.ssuranocH, the 
Government would hold its hand. 

ViEKNA, Nov. S. — The; Porte and 
tho Sultan are spending their whole 
time over tho reform question and tho 
demands of England. The position of 
other powers is necessarily one of re- 
servo in tlio question which primarily 
concerns England and Turkey, and iu 
which a mwked intorferonca •would 



tend to embroil rather than clear mat- 
ters. Still, as regards Austria and 
Gemany^iti!maviJje,taken-£o^o 
that^heii* iMiience is b'eing"ixertiBd in 
support of the demand for the begin- 
ning of reforms as well as towards 
preventing any collision. As to join- 
ing, eventually, in measures of coercion 
uo invitation has yet been addressed to 
these powers in this respect, and tliore 
has, therefore, been no occasion for 
giving an opinion on tho subject. Tho 
French and Italian Cabinets are more 
than usually reserved on the question. 
The French and Italian Cabinets are 
more than usually reserved on tiie 
question, while Bussia's attitude iu a 
clill'erenco between England and Tur- 
key cannot for a moment be doubted. 
Diflferences of that kind have always 
been regarded by Russia as a most efli- 
ciont lever for promoting her political 
designs in Turkey — a lever sure to be 
applied on tho present occasion, if tho 
complication lasts long enough to give 
her tho opportunity. 

Paris, Nov. 8. — The Kepubliqiie 
Francaxse lias approved of England's 
endeavors to amelioriato the condition 
of tho population of Asia Minor in .so 
far as her action may bo compatible 
with tho rights which Franco will 
always i-equire to be respected. 

Tho Journal dfs Debats remarks that 
if at the end of the ten days of grace 
England declares herself satisfied, it 
will not liavo been labor lost, if not 
for the populations of Asia Minor, at 
least for the prestige of tho Beacons- 
field Ministry, and Guildhall may re- 
sound on Monday with expressions of 
self satisfaction. 

Le Temps likewise antioipatos that 
Lord Beaconsfield will boast on Mon- 
day of a doubtful triumph, everything 
having been cleverly arranged to insure 
tho effect of his famous annual speech. 
As to tho conditions of a countermand 
of tho order for tho fleet to proceed to 
Turkish water.s, it will soon be seen 
whetlior they aro calculated to provoke 
a smile or strike tho popular imagina- 
tion. 

CONST.VSTIXOPLE, Nov. 8, — ThoTurk- 
ish newspapers are very violent against 
England. Tiiey declare that her de- 
mands are more unjust than tho at- 
tempts of Russia to interfere in tho 
Turkish administration, in resistance 
to which Turkey waged a great war. 

Modifications of the Ministry are e.x:- 
pected. The idea of raising Midhat 
Pasha to power is seriously entertained. 
Tho Porto contemplates giving Baker 
Pasha an important post in Anatolia. 

St. Peteusbuiig,Nov, 8 — The Agence 
RiLssf, has issued a town bulletin calm- 
ing ])ublic apprehensions respecting the 
political situation. It afhrins that uo 
effect will be given to England's pro- 
jected naval demonstration. England's 
action in Turkey will not go beyond 
the point wliore the Austro-German in- 
terests bccoino affected. It positively 
denies that. Russian troops are concen- 
trated on iho German frontier. 

LojfDON, Nov. 6. — Tho correspon- 
dent of the Times at Paris says: Prince 
Jerome Napoleon seems to have aban- 
doned his expectant role and to be de- 
cidedly taking the airs of a competitor 
for the Presidency of tho Empire. IIo 
has surrounded himself with a com- 
plete diplomatic household, including 
Brunot, e.\-navy captain, who accom- 
panied the Princess Olotilde when she 
left France on tho fall of the Empire, 
as secretary. 

A Berlin di.sjiatch reports that the 
agreement between Russia and Austria, 
in addition to providing for a general 
understanding in regard to general in- 
terests, also secures joint action, if re- 
(]uired, for tlie protection of the inter- 
ests of either power in tbo Balkan 
peninsula, on the basis of the Treaty of 
Berlin. 

St. Petkuhbuuci, Nov. G.—ThoGolos 
declares that it is time for Russia to 
ofTor the Poles tho hand of friendship 
and thus secure such allies in Germany 
and Austria that no Austro-German 
alliance will be dangerous to Russia. 

London, Nov. G. — A Paris dispatch 
says: Tho sale of the St. Poteraburg 
Gazette is forbidden on the streets of 
towns in Germany, on account of several 
articles entitled "The German Woman," 
which are full of insults to tho German 
nation. 

liEULiN, Nov. 0. — Bismarck's physician 
has just returned from Varzin. His re- 
port of tho Prince's condition does not 
allay the alarming rumors lately current. 

Edward L, Lawson's resignation from 
tho Beefsteak Club has been accepted, 
and a meeting of tho Club has been called 
for Friday next, to act on tho question of 
expelling Labouchcro. 

Gladstone is about to leave London to 
visit tho Earl of Rosobery at Dalmony 
l^trk, near Edinburgh, this week, and ho 
will at once begin liis election work as 
contestant of tho Midlothian scat against 
the Earl of Dalkieth, son of tho Duke of 
Buccleuoh. He will make his head- 
quarters at Dalmony Park. 

LoNDO.v, Nov. 9. — Appearances to-day 
aro more favorable to the maintenance of 
peace, but the danger of diflicultios with 
Russia is not yet over. The throatcnod 
movement of the British Mediterranean 
fleet undoubtedly warned Turkey of hor 
peril, and check tho intrigues of Eussia 
at Constantinople. Count Schouvalofl' 
has received his formal letters of recall 
frmn tho Russian Embassy in England, 
and no one has boon appointed to take his 
place. This is regarded hero as rathor 
ominous. 

INDIA. 

London, Nov. 6. — Tho Manager of tho 
Madras (British India) Railway telegraphs 
that an accident occurred to a passenger 
train near Arconum on the 31st of Octo- 
ber, in consequence of tho sinking of an 
ombankmeiit after a rain storm.

Directors of the City Passenger Railway, 
to recover §114,130, loss sustained by tho 
bank through defendants' making tdlegod 
false and fraudulent reports, and declar- 
ing a dividend of ^114, 598 in four years 
in excess of wliat had boon earned. 

Ottawa, Nov. C. — Tho Supremo Court 
dismissed the appeal on the Nova Scotia 
great seal case, which involves the ques- 
tion of tho right of tho Legislature to ap- 
point, and gives precedence to Queen's 
counsel in Nova Scotia courts, and in- 
volves tho validity of the gre:it seal of tho 
province. 

Judge Bstournoy, of tho iMauitoha 
Court of Quoon's Bench, died at Winni- 
peg on Thursday night from dropsy, mak- 
ing tho second puisno judgship in Mani- 
tol)a made vacant by death within the last 
two months. 

Montreal, Nov 8.— Tn the Oonsolidat- 
od Bank case Sir Francis IJincks was 
bound' to appear before til' Court of Ap- 
peal on tho2l3tofNovendior, three points 
boing reserved for its adjudication. The 
other Directors were bound to stand trial 
at tho Court of Queen's Bench in Marcli 
next. Robert Macpherson, for writing a 
libel in City Life, was fined §100, and §50 
costs. 

Several surveying parties have return- 
ed to Ottawa within tho past two days, 
In this connection it is learned that a sur- 
vey of tho little known portions of Van- 
couver Island has been made under tho 
directions of tho F'ederal Government, 
and has resulted in showing that the 
quantity of arable land in the Island is 
slightly overostimatod. 

La Banqi'o Jacques Cartier has declar- 
ed a dividend of two and ono-half por 
cent, for tho half-year ending 30th Nov., 
making five and a lialf per cent, for tho 
current year. 

Tho assignee and inspectors of tho Me- 
chanics' Bank arc taking active measures 
for tho winding up of its affairs. 

Another splendid steamer has boon con- 
tracted for in Scotland as an addition to 
tho Allan line. She is, to bo called tho 
Parisian, and will register 5,000 tons. 
Hor cabins aro to bo amidships and will 
bo fitted for 140 first-class passengers.

New Zealand has been indulging in 
a Ministerial crisis. Sir George Grey, 
the Premier, has beni^ defeated, a gen- 
eral election occurred, and lie being 
placed in a minority has resigned. A 
now ^Ministry is now being formed 
under the lead of Hon. Jolin Hall. Sir 
George Grey came into power on a 
wave of excitement, and on tiie faith 
of promises that ho would give univer- 
sal suffrage, short Parliaments, and 
representation by population. He has 
failed to keep his promises, and has not 
been successful in the executive de- 
partment of his duties j nor had lie 
that careful regard for constitutionality 
without which tho British system can- 
not bo carried on. Tiie fact that Sir 
George so wrongly interpreted the feel- 
ing of New Zealand as to avow that 
lie favoured separation from Britain 
also .■weakened iiis hold on the country. 
Added to this he has managed to em- 
broil the Colony with the Maories 
again, and altogether he has made a 
sad mess of it. 



ISicrosoopio Zlovelatione. 

Lowinbeck tells of an insect seen 
with a microscope, of which 27,000,000 
would only equal a mite. Insects of 
various kinds may be seen in the cavi- 
ties of a grain of sand. Mold is a 
forest of beautiful trees, '\vitli branches, 
leaves and fruit. Butterflies are fully 
feathered. Hairs are hollow tubes. 
Tho surface of our bodies is covered 
with scales like a fish; a single grain of 
sand would cover 50 of these scales, 
and yet each scalC' would cover 500 
pores. Through the narrow openings 
the perspiration forces itself like water 
through a sieve. The niitcs take five 
hundred steps a second. Each droji of 
stagnant water contains a world of 
animated beings, swimming with as 
mucli liberty as whales in the sea. Each 
leaf has a colony of insects grazing on 
it like cows in a meadow.
